Spiritual leaders of every age have taught that 
a period of mental and physical preparation must 
precede spiritual realization. In the ancient Egyp- 
tian and Greek “mysteries,” for example, neo- 
phytes were required to undergo rigorous physical 
and mental training before they were permitted to 
have communicated to them certain secrets of self- 
mastery. This training included fasting, both 
physical and mental discipline, self-denial, re- 
sistance to temptations, and exercise of the higher 
powers of the mind. 

Many Christians have for centuries observed 
Lent, a forty-day period of prayer and fasting 
immediately preceding Easter, which commemo- 
rates the resurrection of Jesus Christ. Tradition 
associates with Lent the idea of sorrow and suf- 
fering, of penitence and denial, prefatory to the 
commemoration of the Crucifixion and the death 
of Jesus on the cross. 

Because so much importance is attached to the 
Crucifixion we are likely to overlook the fact that 
the high point of Christianity is not the Cruci- 
fixion but the Resurrection. Not Christ crucified 
but Christ resurrected is the glorious thought that 
gladdens and inspires every follower of His. 

As Truth students, we know that every great 
spiritual work requires a period of preparation. 
Moses fasted forty days before he received the 
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Ten Commandments; Elijah fasted forty days be- 
fore he talked with God on Mount Horeb; Jesus 
fasted forty days in the wilderness before He 
became wholly at one with the Christ Spirit 
and began His great spiritual ministry. We are 
told that during this time He tested Himself; He 
met and overcame every temptation to use His 
spiritual power for personal gain. From this 
period of prayer He came forth strengthened and 
charged with power from on high, the Light of the 
World, the greatest spiritual teacher of all time. 

Here then is the pattern for us to follow. Dur- 
ing Lent let us not sorrow overmuch for a dead 
Christ. Rather let us observe the forty days as a 
period of prayer and meditation as He, the living 
Word, did—in preparation for a great influx of 
spiritual power. Let it be a period of rest and 
retreat for the cleansing of our soul, and a season 
of preparation for our soul’s Eastertide, a coming 
forth, a rising into a new and higher spiritual life. 

During Lent let us cast off all hindering ideas 
so that we may make room for the new spiritual 
illumination and realization that we are to receive. 
Let us be constant in prayer, affirming our readi- 
ness to be cleansed and renewed, quickened and 
strengthened by the living Spirit of God. If there 
be outward rites and ceremonies for us to ob- 
serve, let us observe them with a glad heart, 
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knowing that they are symbolical of the inner 
cleansing we are to undergo and the spiritual re- 
newal that is to be ours. 

As we meditate upon the things of the Spirit, 
we shall receive the spiritual renewal, the inner 
strengthening and soul quickening, the joyous re- 
lease that we seek, and by virtue of this spiritual 
preparation come forth into triumphant new life, 
even as did Jesus Christ.

Behind Prison Walls 


Recently we received from an enthusiastic Truth 
student in the West a letter the very zest of which 
prompts us to share it with you: 


I have been in prison four years. 


While I was in jail, awaiting trial, a woman came to 
see me and introduced heeiellt as a worker for Unity 
School of Christianity. I braced myself for the customary 
flood of hell-fire and brimstone, requests to get down 
on my prayer bones while she wept and prayed for me, 
and then the unusual bombardment of printed tracts and 
testimonials. These never came! 


Instead this woman (I'll call her Mrs, B——) talked 
quietly of ordinary things, of my physical comfort, and 
came twice each week to see me. When the day came 
for my trial she was right in the front seat, not as a 
morbid curiosity seeker but as the moral support I needed 
so much. 

After a while she sent me a copy of Lessons in Truth. 
Soon it was I who was asking questions instead of Mrs. 
B——. She taught me the difference between preaching 
a feligion and living a religion. Not once during the 
long months I was in jail did she try to force any of 
her beliefs on me. She would just say: “It’s fun to live 
Truth. Don’t follow the teachings because I asked you 
to—but sometime you might try it out and see if you 
aren't happier.” That was the first and last sermon she 
ever gave me. 

I have been in prison nearly four years now. While 
I can’t truthfully say that I would just as soon be here 
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as outside, I can say that I have learned what it means 
to have inner freedom, a quality that makes the prospects 
of the future bearable instead of maddening. 

Several times Mrs. B—— has made the long trip here 
from her home (four hundred miles) to visit me and 
other fellows she has helped. She writes some ten or 
fifteen letters each week to us. There are fifty-six fellows 
here besides myself who have become interested in the 
Unity teachings, not as a gesture to please Mrs. B—— 
but as a sincere effort to learn a philosophy that will help 
us to overcome the causes that have put us all where we 
are today. 

For years Mrs. B—— has made it her job to help 
fellows like myself, who are up to their ears in trouble. 
If her “help” consisted of the conventional county-jail 
soap-box oratory I would not waste paper to write about 
her. But because she practices her religion instead of 
preaching it, she has won the love and respect and ad- 
miration of some fifty or sixty veteran sinners to whom 
anything religious was once repulsive.—R. M. G. 


ONE WAY TO HELP 

Unity School is a member of the American 
Prison Association and maintains a department 
known as Silent-70, part of its work being to 
supply books and magazines for the use of the 
prisoner, teaching him the laws of life. These 
books must receive the chaplain’s approval. In 
many cases, in compliance with the law, the books 
cannot be sent through an individual but must 
be sent through a publishing house. 
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Especially helpful, they tell us, are Lessons in 
Truth, Weekly Unity, and Daily Word. Through 
Unity literature many of the prisoners make con- 
tact with Silent Unity and receive its prayers that 
they may become useful citizens. They are un- 
able to pay for the literature or contribute to the 
support of Silent Unity. We therefore have to 
depend upon those who believe that this is a good 
work and contribute to it. If you feel that you 
would like to do your part in reclaiming some 
prisoner to a useful life, your offering for this 
cause will be gladly accepted. You may state for 
what piece of literature you wish your offering 
used.
